8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
combined disclosures of Daiwa JP'333, Takeuchi JP/416 and Dakara, JPI Journal Vol 
38 No 9, all cited by applicants. 
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Paragraph 36 of Daiwa '333 discloses the outer diameter of the thread peaks 13 
is 27.6 mm and the thickness of the aluminum plate of 0.315mm. Moreover Dakara 
teaches a mouth diameter of 38 mm and Daiwa shows the thread number claimed. All 
are well known in the art. In regard to claim 2 note Dakara. Regarding claims 3 and 4 
note Daiwa. The cap is no more than conventional for a threaded container. 

1 0. Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Kao Jp'756 or JP /166, 
both cited by applicants. 

To have further made the height of the first thread lower in the thread section 
than another thread in predetermined angle would have been obvious inv view of either 
Kao or JP '166
